John 5:1 8 This was why the Jews were seeking all the 
more to kill him, because not only was he breaking the 
Sabbath, but he was even calling God his own Father, 
making himself equal with God. 

B. Only b Son 

1 . Monogenes - means "only one of a kind" 

John 1:14 And the Word became flesh and dwelt 
among us, and we beheld His glory, the glory as of the 
only begotten of the Father, full of grace and truth. 

John 1 :18 No one has seen God at any time. The only 
begotten Son, who is in the bosom of the Father, He 
has declared Him.
